tory was yesterday wiped off the face of 
the earth in two pitched battles with citi- 


The only members of the band left to tell 
the tale are in jail. Three of them are 
dead. Two of them are fatally wounded. 
Three others are in jail. 

The gang came to its end in making a 


raid on Checotah for the purpose of rob- 
bing the bank. The destroyers were citi- 
zens of the little town and surrounding 
ranches, under the leadership of Deputy 
United States Marshal Ledbetter. The citi- 
zens suffered no losses. 

The men killed were Bob Goldsby, the last 
surviving brother of Cherokee Bill; Mose 
Miller, leader of the bandits, and “Pickalow 
Bill’ Crosby. 

The wounded men, who are not expected 
to live until nightfall are Snake Madden 
and a Cherokee named Petit. 

David Greathouse, one of the few mem- 
bers who escaped the wiping out of the 
French gang: “Big Jake’ Cawthorne and 
a man who has not vet been identified, are 
*the other prisoners ‘Greathouse is also 
severely wounded, but will live. 

For months this band of outlaws held the | 
Cherokee and Creck natives in terror, gteal- 
ing cattle, taking possession of towns and 
robbing stores, and holding up travelers on 
the highway. They had never met with a 
check urtil their final diaster. 

The first battle with the outlaws took 
place on the open prairie, six miles from 
Checotah, and lasted without wavering on 
the part of the bandits for several minutes, 


Information of their intended ra'd on the | 
Bank of Checotah had previously reached 
its officials, by what means they so far de- | 
cline to state; but probably from some | 
man’ implicated in the original plan. The | 
fact was quietly communicated to a number | 
of the leading citizens recognized for a 
bravery, among whom were several former 
officers of the territory to whom brushes | 
with outlaws were not unknown experi- , 
ences. Deputy Marshal Ledbetter, who has} 
long held rank as one of the most courage- | 
ous men of the Southwest, was selected as 
leader. One or two other deputies wers 
placed under him, but their names are not 
known, 

The citizens’ posse rode out to good po- 
sition on the plain to meet the robbers 
stretching their numbers ajong the road for 
several miles and hiding’ in detaljs with 
their horses in underbrush and small de- 
pressions in the prairie. 4 


The bandits were evidently over confident 
and lax in watch, with no suspicion that 
their raid had been anticipated. They came 
galloping along, eight strong, shortly after 
the noon hour. At their head rode Mose 
Miller and “Pickalow Bill” Crosby, two of 
the most daring desperadoes who have 
operated in the Territory since the death of 
Cherokee Bill. 


The robbers did not turn when they met the 
first party of citizens, and evident.y suspect- 
ed nothing.

The fact is there is no money here to do 
business and merchants are very timid 
about making purchases fearing the effect 
of the Red Cross supplies who really are 
feeding the town. The New Orleans man, 
for instance... brotight 29 head of cattle, 
which he sold at $8 per head; the person 
buying kills one a day, selling the meat at 
70 cents per pound. Of course only a few 
people buy. The first week we were here 
people were starving to death and I think 
a few now are dying from the effects of 
starvation. I am positive, however, that 
the customs have been honestly admin- 
istered.

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AN EXCELLENT RULING. 


The interpretation of the new law governing the appoint- 
ment of officers in the volunteer armies, which wag first of- 
fered by the Post-Dispatch, hag been madg the ruling of the 
War Department. 

Under this ruling the Governors of States may name the 
officers of the National Guard, at the time of mustering in of 
the volunteers, to corresponding grades in the volunteer 
army, but vacancies after the mustering in of the volunteers 
are to be filled by the President. The ruling is clearly in ac- 
cordance with the wording of the law. eee a 

It was evidently the intention of Congress to permit State 
Governors to name the constituted officers of the militia, who 
were presumed to have some military training and to be ac- 
ceptable to the rank and file, but to limit the gubernatorial 
power of appointment to these officers and thus prevent the 
naming of officers in the volunteer army from lists of guberna- 
torial favorites and politicians, whose sole qualifications are 
political and personal gulls. 

The wisdom of the Bpvision is illustrated In gome of the 
appointments now rendered invalid of Gov. Stephens, and 
doubtless appointments in other States exhibit similar ex- 
amples of the triumph of the political pull over fitness. The 
army will gain efficiency through their wiping out. 


Spain's std towards peace will be hailed with joy by the 
civilized world, but by none more heartily than the Ameri- 
can people. Although the war has been a series of victories 
forus and has placed Spain in our power, as a people we love 
peace and are inclined to deal generously’ ‘with a fallen foe.
